Charming Account ef a Visit Paid te 
Strange People. 


In a recent number of The Tour du 
Monde, Mie. Menant, the well-known 
authority on Parsee life and customs, 
has a charming account of a vie.t pa: / 
to Mahableshwar. She appears to 
know all about this lovely plateau, 
and describes the hill tribes, the 
Kolis, Kumbis, Dhangurs, and 
Dhavars with kindly enthusiasin. 
While recognizing their defects, she 
does not share the old Hindu preju- 
dice againat the wild folk of the hills. 
Describing the marringe customs of 
the Dhangurs she says: 

“When they want to ascertain the 
favorable moment for the performance 
of the rites (in case the Brahmin is 
not able to consult the sacred books), 
the young couple are made to sit be- 
fore the door of a hut from which a 
cow and then its calf are driven forth. 
If the calf runs to its mother on the 
right of the seated pair, the cere- 
mony can proceed. If, on the con- 
trary, it passes them on the left, the 
proceedings must be suspended, and 
the trial must be begun over again 
Some grains of rice thrown over the 

oung people, a ring passed over the 
Pride's finger, and they are indissolu- 
bly united ! 

Hardships In Forest. 

Menant recognizes the pecul- 
iar hardships to which these people 
of the hills and the forest are ex- 


sed. 

PeLite is hard for these poor crea- 
tures,” she says.

They wilfully avoid the civil- 
izing influences of the mission and 
the school,

You meet the young ones, laughter 
in their eyes, their ready tongues 
prattling some picturesque jargon, 
some dialect of Mahrathi or Hindu- 
stani. But do not press them too 
closely with questions, do not even 
look at them too long. For they 
are imbued with quaint old-workd su- 

rstitions; they are haunted by the 
ear of the evil eye, especially for 
their children, cunning and light of 
foot as little satyrs, ready to dis- 
appear with a sudden bound into the 
forest thickets. 

“Often in our walks our only guides 
were their womenfolk, and we fol- 
lowed them without hesitation, sure 
of being led aright. They munched

Little Dainties to Pique the Appetite 
at Afternoon Affairs. 

Since the custom of taking afternoon 
tea is not only well established in this 
country, but now in danger of becour- 
ing an untimely feast, it is astonishing 
to note the numerous little dainties 
and extra trimmings which are being 
served to pique and delight the appe- 
tite. It is no lounger merely a cup of 
tea and 6 slice of thin bread and but- 
ter that may be expected between 4 
and 8:30 o'clock. Jam his been added 
to the list and often hot Scotch scones 
and English mutfins. Beside the tea 
table proper there stands usually a sort 
of rack table, pyramidal in shape and 
having three shelves, one above the 
other and sound like plates. Each one 
is covered with attractive china huld- 
fnog some fascinating viscuit or coke. 
Mam of one or two kinds is sugzested 
in between them, and after the hostess 
has ascertained which Jam and biscult 
ber guest prefers she eprends it for 
him herself before passing it on a sinall 
plate. This little attention appears 
very gracious, 

Among the biscuits those of “health 
food" reputation are often found and 
the jam is spread over them to add to 
thelr somewhat questionable tastiness. 
Other hostesses have fine, small, flit 
wafers of whole wheat covered with 
chocolate in their own kitchens before 
serving. They arc then above re- 
Pronch to puss with tea. The biscuit 
itself is digestible, the chocolate tasty 
and nourishing. Biscuits covered with 
cheese, on the contrary, while highly 
agreenble to the taste, are avoided by 
those hypercareful about their diet. 

Scrawberry Jam ts undoubtedly the 
favorite for spreading on English muf- 
fins, Blackberry jam or guava = iv 
chosen to sprend on the health food 
biscuits, especially those made of gra- 
ham cr whole wheat. Scotch scones 
are spread only through the middle 
with fresh butter. These scones ure 
very eimilar to old fashioned soda bis- 
cults and are invartably served ast. 
In size they are litde larger than a 
quarter of a dollar. The number that 
some peopte can make disappear ts 
therefore readily countenunced. 

Wafer toast finds a place at afternoon 
tea. In making ft the bread ts cut as 
thin as possible, and it is then toasted 
until extremely crisp. It is enten dry 
or with jom, but it is never buttered. 

When cake appears at afternoon ten,

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MR. J. J. HEASLIP 


Cate Editor and Proprietor of the 
Alameda Dispatch ! 


Mr. J. J. Heaslip, whe has recently | 


disposed of his newspaper, the Ala-| 
meda Dispatch, and retired, tempor- | 
arily at least, from active newspaper | 
work, is a etriking example of the 
successful western publisher. He be- 
longs to that rare class of men who 
enter the journalistic field late in a| 
business career, and without previous 
training are enabled, through a com- 
bination of latent literary ability and 
keen business insight, to conduct a 
newspaper with every degree of suc-| 
Cess, | 

The subject of this sketch is a| 
native of Ontario, his birthplace be-| 
ing near the town of Peterboro. His | 
early education was secured at the; 


; was prompt in 


then considered the advisability of 
femoving nearer to some point where 
was offered facilities for the shinment 
ot grain. He accordingly took an- 
other homestead, which was at that 
time permissible, and remained in 
the country for the three years ne- 
cessary for the coinpletion of the 
regulation duties. Although receiv- 
ing assurances of a_ railway from 
year to year, the road was not com- 
leted to Oxbow until the fall of 

991, and did not reach Alameda un- 
til the year following. 

Abandoning work on the farm, Mr. 
Heaslip opened a lumber yard in 
Oxbow in 1891, and in 1892 estab- 
lished a hardware and implement 
husiness in Alameda. The first ship- 
ment of freight to be forwarded 
west of Oxbow was consigned to Mr. 
Heaslip and consisted of two carloads 
of lumber. With this material he 
erected the first building in Alameda, 
which is now occupied by Messrs. 
Cook & Deyell, hardware merchants. 

Shortly after becoming establish- 
ed in Alameda Mr. Heaslip sold his 
lumber business in Oxbow, and after 
a successful career, in both the hard- 
ware and implenient business, these 
were also disposed of, and a private 
bank opened. 

It was in July, 1893, that Mr. Hea- 
alip entered the field of journalism, 
and acquired the Alameda Dispatch. 
In the same manner in which he had 
thrown his talents and energies into 
the previous enterprises with which 
‘ve hed been connected, Mr. Heaslip 
at once entered with zest into the 
work of producing a newspaper that 
would reflect in the truest sense the 
growing importance of the town and 
district it served. In typographical 
finish and mechanical make-up the 
Dispatch was brought to the highest 
point of excellence. The publisher 
the introduction of 
improved methods and devices. The 
newspaper office was thoroughly 
equipped with machinery of the most 
modern pattern, which included a 
type-setting machine and high grade 
presses. This resulted in the pro- 
duction of a paper that was neat and 
tidy in style of print and appearance. 
While Mr. Heaslip is ® Conservative 
1, politics, the Dispatch has been 
conducted on strictly independent 
linea, although never neutral. 

Mr. Heaslip has been a notary pub- 
lic and justice of the peace for fif- 
teen years, and for the past three 
years has served at the head of mu- 
nicipal affairs.
